Even 
last week a local farm er was 
complaining of a olack dust fall­ 
ing on hts Comanche field.

Grass, trees and thick shrubs 
shielded the soil against the bak­ 
ing sun. the smash of the wind 
and the rains, and the prying 
power of ice and frost. 


Rains 
swept 
against

and cut jagged 
gashes into the loose earth, and 
soil gurgled and babbled off in- 
1 to brooks with the rain and was 
lost forever, much of the soil 
making its way into the Gulf of 
Mexico. 


Nature 
followed

law of self-preservation. A gig­ 
antic underground net of roots 
clasped the soil in its entangling 
grip. Over the prairies and hills 
the wind moved the soil some 
but the movemen was exceed­ 
ingly slow.

In a few years, often as few 
as 20. rich virgin soil that It 
took nature hundreds and per­ 
haps thousands of years, to build, 
was lost forever.

Dick and Roy, became partners 
in our 1,332 acre rarm and ranch 
It was our desire to do all our 
work in the best way possible. 
Soil Conservation has been one 
of the most im portant factors 
of our work. 
Our first dealings with Soil 
Conservation was in 1942. 15 acres 
of Oak trees were cut by hand. 
Shortly grass began to spring up 
where there had been nothing be­ 
fore. This gave us ideas, so we be­ 
gan a clean-up of al loak except 
the live oak trees. Each year we 
bulldozed the amount of oak we 
felt our goats could keep down. 
This was followed up by the sow­ 
ing of common and perennial rye 
grass and some rescue grass. 
We believe we have had very 


good luck wltn our grass sowing 
considering the am ount of rain 
also included in our sowing, a Cent 
i ral Texas mixture oi native grass- 
wc have had since 1948.

This year we 
have 
changed 
from straight dozer work to chain 
work 
We like this much better 
I for it gives goats better working 
conditions in keeping up with the 
brush. We usually keep our goats 
on the brush from nine to twelve 
days following the dozing. We then 
| take them off until the young 
* sprouts begin to appear again. 
We do not believe in burning off 
dozer or chained timber. As it rots 
and decays it gives the grass a 
good protection for re-seeding. It 
also holds water and protects the 
j sci1 from erosion. 
Our Pasture carrying capacity
